Compromise Is 
Rejected in 
Maritime Parley

Frank J. Taylor, a spokesman for 
the ship operalors in the threat- 
ened maritime strike, reported to- 
day that the unions involved have 
rejected a new compromise offer 
on the work week for seamen. 


Almost 
simultaneously, 
Joseph 


-urrnn, president of the CIO Na- 
tional Maritime Union, 
said 
"a 


long and bitter strike" will begin 
Friday midnight, as scheduled, un- 
less the seamen's work-week is cut 
or their pay boosted. 


Both appeared before a House 


labor subcommittee. 


Taylor, chairman of the negotia- 


ting committee for the 
Atlantic 


and gulf coast shippers, said the 
operators proposed to give the sea- 
men a day off with pay for each 
week worked at sea. 


"Yet this new offer was turned 


down by the NMU," Taylor testi- 
fied. 


"It is thus quite apparent that 


the union's pica that the 
present 


work-week (of 56 hours generally) 
is 'inhumanly' long and should be 
shortened lacks sincerity," he con- 
tinued. "The union is perfectly will- 
ing for its men to continue work- 
ing these hours if they 
receive 


extra compensation." 


Taylor added thai "perhaps Un- 


cle Sam may be able to 
afford 


these new costs (proposed by the 
union) but private industry finds 
them prohibitive." 


He also declared that the opera- 
tors still arc willing to submit the 
entire controversy lo arbitration, 
but the unions won't agree.

ed they are hopeful that a "wave 
of public reaction" may develop 
against President Truman's veto of 
the Case bill and the House's re- 
fusal to override him. 


They said that apparently only if 


such a do'mand develops, or if a 
new big tie-up occurs, o>m they 
muster the votes to guarantee en- 
actment of a permanent regula- 
tory measure this year.

Three persons 
were killed in Massachusetts and 
two others were reported dead in 
New York state.

The slorm, which was scattei-ed 


along a cold front moving south- 
ward from Canada, 
caused ^be 


worst damage in 
Massachusetts.

AMENDMENT NO. 38 


SUBMITTED BY 


FIFTY-FIFTH GENERAL 


ASSEMBLY 
BE. IT RESOLVED BY 
THE 


SENATE AND HOUSE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVES OF THE STATE 
OF ARKANSAS, a majority of ail 
the members elected to each House 
agreeing thereto: 


That the following is hereby pro- 
posed ' as an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Arkan- 
sas, and upon being submitted to 
the electors of the State for ao- 
proval or rejection at the next gen-1 
eral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority of ths 
electors voting thereon, at such an 
election, adopt 
such 
amendment, 


the same shall become a part of 
the Constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, to wit: 


SECTION 
1. That Amendment 


No. 3 of the Constitution of the 
State of Arkansas be amended to 
read, as follows: 


'The county courts of the State in 
their respective counties 
together 
with a majority of the justices of 
the'peace of such county, in addi- 
tion to the amount of county tax 
allowed to be levied, shall have 
the power to levy not exceeding 
ten mills on the dollar on all tax- 
ablet-.property of their respective 
couaties,'' which shall be known as

An estimated 10,- 
000 demonstrators stormed the city 
hall, stoned a Communist news- 
paper office and were prevented 
from burning the Communist head- 
quarters by a volley of police gunV 
fire into the air.

communities on the continent. It 
is a pimple on the shore of Lake 
Lugano, surrounded by Swiss ter- 
ritory. Less than two miles square, 
its population of 1,000 is almost 
completely 
dependent 
upon 
the 
large gambling casino which nets 
$1,000,000 annually from 
tourists 


and international playboys. 


King Boris of 
Bulgaria 


played there, Queen Wilhelmina of 
Holland 
was the only member of 


royalty who visited and never tired 
her luck. She did not place a bet. 
The casino is owned by a private 


syndicate in Rome, but it has been 
a municipal bonanza to Campione, 
which is debt free and has only two 
per cent unemployment.

Mayor Felz 
Tagliaferri is secretary of the ca 
sino and is one of the leaders of a 
movement to obtain complete ad 
ministrative freedom for Campione 
while leaving the community stil 
under Italian political shelter.
